Ice and the Stomach. 

The use of ice as a luxury, in the form 
of ice cream or of iced w ater, is becom- 
ing more prevalent in this country, 
rjaed in these ways they are generally 

taken, especisUy by the young, reck- 
lessly, without a thought of any serious, 
possibly fatal, results that may follow. 

An average stomach has an inimeusc 
deal to do to digest three full meals a 
day; especially when, as is frequently 
the case, it is disturbed and irritated by 
foml that is indigestible because of its 
quality or its quanity. Fet it be remem- 
bered that there i-; nothing in the body 
— blood, muscle, membrane, bone, ten- 
don, nerve, brain, or secretions —which 
has not come of the contents of the 
stomach. Neither is there a thought, a 
feeling, an emotion, if volition, or an act, 
-which lias not derived the material force' 
back of it from the stomach. 

Such an organ must, therefore, be 
highly organized. It has countless 
arteries, veins, nerves and glands. It is 
lined with a delicate mttCOUS uu nibraue, 
as much so as the air-tubes. 

It is studded all over with glands 
which elaborate and pour into it thai 
wonderful fluid, gastric juice. Its coats 
consist of different thin layi rs of muscles 
arranged crosswise*, and these an' con- 
stantly at work giving it that peculiar 
rolling motion by which the food is 
thoroughly mixed w ith the saliva. Every 
organ and muscle when in action must 
have a special supply of bipod. Thia b 

especially true of the stomach. 

Food, therefore, fails to disge&t 3. the 
blood is withdrawn from the stomach, 
as. for instance, togthe brain by study, 
or close thought, or by anxiety, imme- 
diately after eating. 

Now. it is the nature of cold to con- 
tract all blood-vessels and drive back the ] 
blood, end to paralyse, more or less, nlr | 

nerves. Of course, the flow of gastric ] 
juice is checked, and digestion ia arrested, 
and the proper motion of tho stomach 
interfered with, by an ice-cold fluid in- 
troduced into it. 

Further, when the reaction sets in, the 
blood-vessels become over-distended, 
producing often a dangerous congestion, 
and an increased thirst . w ith a demand 
for more ice-water, thus inducing a 
"vicious circle." 

From what we have said, any render 
can see that iced water, or ice cream, 
should not be taken into the stomach at 
the same time with food. Serious con- 
sequences often follow a disregard of 
this physical law. — Yuuth'* Omipanion. 

Iff project of a railway between the 
north and south of Australasia is now 
fairly under way, and will reduce the 
time between England and Sydney by 
thirty days. The principal section of 
the northern part is already completed. 
It is 312 miles long, and runs between 
Brisbane and Borne. Between the latter 
point and the Bay of Carpentaria there 
are yet 837 miles to construct. The line 
will* connect with that l>etween BoO 
hnmpton and Emeraldtown. There are 
still gaps to fill between Brisbane and 
Sidney, and Sidney ami Adelaide. The 
road will link together the principal 
cities and most peopled regions of the 
great island, with the exception of those 
in the west. A syndicate has been em- 
powered by the Legislature of Queens- 
land to construct all tho road within its 
domains, aud will receive 4,000 acres of 
public land for each kdometer or three- 
eighths of a mile built.

Almost every' green thing was 
killed, and the fruit wits nearly all de- 
stroyed. Show fell to the depth of three 
inches in New York and Massachusetts, 
and t 'U inches in Maine, duly was ac- 
companied with frost aud ice. tin the 
5th ice was formed of the thickness 
of window glass iii New Ybrk, New Kn- 
gland, and l'ennsvlvauia, and corn was 
uearlyall dest roved in certain sections. 
In August ice formed half an inch thick. 
A cold northwest wind prevailed nearly 
all summer. 

Corn was so frozen that a great deal 
w as ent down and dried for fodder. \ cry 
little ripened in New England, even here 
in Connecticut, and scarcely any even 111 
the Middle States. Farmers were 
obliged to pay .*! or S5 a bushel for com 
of 181ft, for seed for the next spring's 
nlantiug. The first two weeks of Sep- 
tember wore mild, the rest of the month 
w as did, with frost, and ice formed a 
quarter of an inch thick. October was 
more than usually cold, with frost and 
ic. November was cold and blustering, 
with snow enough for good sleighing. 
1>i ccinper was quite mild and comforta- 
ble. 1 f<irt ford Times.

I had a chat with one of the first flre- 

1 men of the Ohio nnd Mississippi Road, 
w hich commenced running through from 
('. inuati to St. Louis as the Great 
Broad-gauge Railroad in 1857, and he is 
now oife of the most windy engineers I 
ever came in contact with. For conve- 
nience 1 will call him Tom ; and his en- 
gineer, in those days of yore, Ab. Tom 
r. l:itt d many dangerous adventures of 
his railroad life during the past twenty- 
four years ; but while learning to be an 
engineer, under Ab, and after becoming 
a master mechanic, he was firing for Ab 
on the old No. A engine, and Ab, seeing 
ho was about to eclipse him as an en- 
gineer, became jealous, nnd sought 
opportunity to get shut of him lest he 
might become his greatest rival in a time 
w hen jobs were scarce on a great 
thoroughfare like the Ohio and Missis- 
si] •i>i. 

Sure enough, in the month of October, 
1859, going West with a heavy freight

The Science of Forestry. 

The Hoston (ilniir says; The science 
of forestry is coining to press more 
earnestly upon public attention as our 
forests disappear under the wasteful 
poliey which has prevaih d ever since the 
country was settled, and in various direc- 
tions effort is made to save what is left 
and to repair, for the sake of future 
generations, the losses already sustained. 
Sueh an effi i t is that of the Ifiddh aex 
PeHa Ass- .elation; nnd from the same 
locality there conies the appeal ot Mr. 
F. Eland for the planting of rock or sugar 
maples. Mr. Hand's plan is "to take 
these trees from the forest at a suitable 
age for transplanting, and set them out 
on the bos dels of highways, a stvw on 

each side, say one hundred feet apart, or 
with spa>:e enough to allow a fair view 
of our beautiful New England InndnflSpi B 
from the road. Ijet them l>c arranged 
so that the tri es on the two tows Jiw v 
not come directly opposite each other, 
but have the trees on oilier side alter- 
nate with the trees on the other side. Iu 
twenty or twenty-five years the average 
of these trees would lie of suitable size 
to tap for sap, and meanwhile they would 
have answered all the other purposes of 
shade trees equally well or better than 
others." The rock for sugar making, 
i- a beautiful, hardy, clean, and valuable 
shade tree, and ill addition is especially 
valuable. Mr. Hand estimates that the 
cost of this enterprise would be not 
more than 81 a piece for the trees, 
including the frame work necessary to 
protect the young trees from browsing 
animals; while the profit does not end 
when the trees cease to produce sap, for 
the wood is valuable for various articles 
of manufacture and for fuel.

"Mr. and .Mrs. « Jeo. \V. I'.urnhani, of 
It Columbia street west, were walking 

up Woodward avenue, and at the Con- 
gress street crossing one of those street 
corner oglers of ladies addressed an in- 
sulting remark to Mrs. Eurobank, Her 
husband of course heard it, but with 
gn at self-control he passed on a few- 
doors, left the lady in a friend's store 
and returned to the place where the in- 
cident occurred. The fellow was still 
there leering at other ladies passing by. 
Walking up to him Mr. ilurniiaui ipiietlv 
said: ' You have insulted a lady and I 
and I am going to punish you for it. 

The fellow accepted 
the challenge aud iu nliout three minutes 
he was perhaps the most scientifically 
pnmraeled mortal the streets of Detroit 
have seen in a generation.

He did not blaze away hurried- 
ly, but loaded quickly, took deliberate 
aim, and 'killed a man with every shot,' 
till at last, the Zulus now very tired, a 
number of men, gcxxl shots, were brought 
up with guns, who fired simultaneously 
at the unfortunate man, and so killed 
him."

Why a l ot Whs Never Ilnill I pon. 

I'as-ei-s by the junction of Ilerry nnd 
Titcomb streets forffbany years have 
often wondered whv the lot on the cast- 



Somf. curious astronomical calctil.it ions 
have been presented by Mr. < '. li. War- 
ring before tin; Ponghkoepsie Society of 
Natural Science, a few of which possess 
general interest. If wc suppose the dis- 
tance between the earth and the sua 
(about ninety-two and one-third millions 
of miles; to be reduced to a dozen rods or | 
more, the size of the two globes to lie re- 
duced in tho same ptonoctioa, the dis- 
tance from the earth to the nearest fixed 
star would still be, on the same scalo, 
about two thousand miles, and to the 
more distant ones it would l>o not less 
than eighteen millions of miles. From 

those more distal. t st irs the light must 
travel fi ir si\ty centuries before it reaches 
us, and yet light travels so fast that » 
would circle round the earth more than 
sever! times iu a single BSCOOd of time. 
If the sun cotilil be reduced, in imagina- 
tion, to 1-100 of an inch in diameter, tho 
earth would then lie of microscopic size, 
about 1-10,000 of an inch, but the iiis- 
t.mce between it and the nearest sU' 
would not bo less than three miles, if 
■ the sun were a hollow sphere and the 
earth were placed at its center, with the 
moon revolving around it in its estab- 
lished orbit, there would still lie a dis- 
tance of °.00,000 miles from the lunar or- 
b't to tho surface of tho solar sphere. If 
1 1 use relations of size and distanco ar« 
inconceivable, the forces which eomjv-1 
the planets to move iu their elliptical or- 
bits are quite as much beyond our com 
prehension. A bar of steel three inches 
square will sustain a weight of 540 tons, 
but a bar having s section of 1 14 square 
inches would sustain S.tilO tons, which, 
ujioti a railroad, would require 864 cars to 
support it. nnd locomotives to trans- 
port it. To deflect the moon from n 
straight c our se into its present orbit, or, 
what is the same thing, to retain it in its 
present course, -would require tho united 
strength of not less than eight steel bars, 
each one hundred miles square, or, more 
accurately, a single bar whose section is 
87,500 square miles — more than large 
enough to cover the States of New York 
and Ohio together. - If this forco were 
represented by a web of steel wires, each 
one-quarter of an inch in diameter, 
stretched from the earth to the moon, 
they would be distributed over our earth 
on the moon side only six inches apart ; 
and if a similar web were stretched from 
the earth to the sun. the force exerted be- 
tween these two bodies would require the 
wires to cover one side of the earth ns 
close together as blades of grass npou a 
lawn.

F.*itor lliek'nan Courier: — In the last it- 

sue of your paper I notice! an article, 
written by you, asking for a communica- 
tion from myself, or others aspiring for 
the Legislature, in regard to the public 
roads of Fulton and Hickman counties. 
I am satisfied that no enterprise would be 
more remunerative than for a plan to se- 
cure good roads. Nothing would add 
more to our prosperity, as counties, than 
lo adopt a judicious system for keeping 
■our highways in good condition during 
the different seasons of the year. The 
advantages for good roa Is are too numer- 
ous to mention; every reflecting mind can 
at once comprehend. 

Now, the question presents itself, what 
ia the best plan te adopt to save money as 
well as time, and to enact such a law 
would be just and equitable upon 
classes.' Experience is said to be our j 
best teacher und we can see at a glance ; 
that our piesent system has failed in i 
many instances. Does every one render 
the same amount of work on roads? Does j 
every surveyor keep his precinct of road 
in good repair at all seasons? Does it 
suit the convenience of all to work on 
roads at such times RS the surveyor se- 
lects.' Are not our surveyors often put 
to trouble by indictments 
« j loss of time as well as money 

*ame time imposing upon the tax-payers j 
to pay for the prosecution? Is it not fre 
qucntly our people are notified to work 
on roads when it is greatly detrimeut 
to their interest at borne? These ques- 
tions are easily answered by every one 
wha has served as a surveyor or band. 
Is it not, us a geueral thing, a great deal j 
of time lost, whicu is equivalent to mon- 
ey, by persons who regard woiking the 
road as a frolic? What is eveiybody'sl 
business is nobody's business. 1 would' 
suggest something of this kiud: that the 1 
county court elect some suitable person] 
io serve a* road commissioner, whose du-f 
ty should be to procure hands and loo' 
and v. hosp enttie li ne abould be devol 
to our roads, repairing bri lgea, removing 
drifts and other obstacles, &c, during the • 
entire season. I am confident that four' 
or five hands, properly managed, will 1 
keep our roads io better coudition than 
at present, with less expense. Now as 
for the r!i-iraeR*r of a bill that woul 1 sun 
the people, would be attended with some! 
difficulty; however, bills of this kiud 
would be submitted to the people for their ^ 
ratification or rejection. In some of the 
counties of our State they have adopted 
the tax system, of which I hear no com- 
plaint. Some have the per capita tax, 
while others have both the per capita and 
advalorem. t*uch a bill should be well 
guarded, and require all persons who are 
liable io road service to perform their 
duty by the payment of ttieir tuxes, or 
it would he well enough with those who 
are disposed to work out their taxes, on 
such parts of road as most convonieut, 
at a price stipulated in the bill. 

I shall itive this matter due thought, 
which I regard as very important, aud 
during the canvass shall speak of souic 
points left out in this enmmuuicatiou. 1 
trust the people of the two counties 
lake some steps in this direction, 
would be well for them to agree ou some 
plan which iu their wisdom they think 
best for ihis enterprise, and should 1 be 
iheir next representative will lake great 
pleasure iu the passage of Sneb a bill.
